Grain Strike Over 


The grain handlers’ strike at the Pacific 
vast is over but Alberta farmers, whose 
grain production it is that gives these work- 
ers a job, have a right to be pretty indignant 
about the whole affair. 

From February 16 until May 7—nearly 
three whole months—250 striking workmen 
at the grain terminal elevators at Vancouver 
and New Westminster held up 400 railway 
employees and 100,000 Alberta farmers. It 
seems incredible that the grain producer, 
after surviving threats of drought, frost, 
grasshoppers, hail, rust and other hazards to 
his crop has also to worry about small de- 
livery quotas that make it impossible for him 
to sell any but a fraction of his product when 
it is ready for delivery. To add insult to in- 
jury, 250 laborers at the west coast are able 
to delay by twelve more weeks the day the 
Alberta farmer can look for an increase in 
his delivery quota. 

What did the workers get out of this? 
Just 714e per hour or $3.00 per week more 
than they were getting previously. The ques- 
tion might well be asked, isn’t there a better 
way of getting a pay hike for 250 west coast 
workers than by holding up 100,000 Alberta 
farmers for 3 months? 

Well, at least the strike is over. Now per- 


haps Alberta farmers will be able to deliver. 


a few more additional bushels and get a few 
more much-needed dollars with which to 
finance spring seeding programs. now under- 
way.

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Interpreting The Law 


By MODOC 

Recently, the attorney-general, the Honorable 
Lucien Maynard stated in the house, ‘‘The inter- 
pretation of the law always has been and con- 
tinues to be the responsibility of the courts.” This 
is the situation in Canada and the one usually held 
by legislatures, courts, lawyers and people. It 
means that if a law is ambiguous or poorly worded, 
the courts decide what it means. In effect then, 
the courts make the law, at least to the extent to 
which they interpret it, thus taking over the func- 
tion of legislatures. 

This has been the custom and since someone 
must do it, the courts must do so until legislatures 
change the situation. Considerable criticism should 
be directed at the legislatures; none, at all, at 
the courts. 

If a law is not clear in its meaning, wording, 
intent, etc., the legislative body that has enacted 
it should make it clear. Mr. Maynard apparently 
agrees with this to a considerable extent, as he 
has asked that the law with regard to bingoes be 
clarified by the Dominion government. In similar 
vein the provincial government passed the Sand 
and Gravel Act to clarify the question of surface 
rights and mineral rights. 

A few years ago, there was a case in the city 
hinging on whether stores could sell nuts on Sun- 
day and this depended on whether confectionery 
included nuts or not. The statement was made 
that a test case would be brought before the courts 
so that they would decide this point. It seems 
rather unsatisfactory to bring.a citizen into court 
on a charge, even though a very minor one, to find 
out what the law meant. Moreover, how can a 
magistrate decide what the parliament had in mind, 
when it very evidently hadn’t considered the point 
at all? 

Many people think the courts are above the 
governinent, instead of realizing that the courts 
only exist as an instrument for carrying out the 
enactments of the government; they are an im- 
portant part of the civil service just as is the 
post office, the customs officials, the teachers, etc. 
One individual even said some years ago, “The 
Alberta government should stop fighting the 
courts,” not realizing that the courts were one 
branch of the civil service Strictly subsidiary to 
the government, but not directly interfered with 
by those superior bodies. In many countries, the 
courts would not be allowed to interpret the law. 

Let us by all means have laws that are clear 
and if not clear let us send them back to the body 
that made them, to clarify them. The function of 
t courts should’ be to apply the law to specific 


caaee where the law is clear, not to interpret the 
aw. 


Farm Prices

money from the Ottawa treasury is used for 
agricultural price supports. Ih the fiscal 
year just ended, a year which was marked by 
a grave disturbance in Canada’s two billion 
dollar livestock economy, there were $66.7 
million spent for farm price supports. Away 
with all that stuff is the demand in some 
quarters. 

Well, while Canada is trying to keep the 
boat trimmed so that agriculture wouldn’t 
take a nose-dive and carry the rest of the 
economy along with it, the United States 
budget for the year beginning July 1 next, 
was placed before Congress. 

It provided for almost $2 billions for 
agricultural pregrams, including $729 mil- 
lions for farm price supports, $254 millions 
for conservation payments and $239 millions 
in aid of rural electrification and rural 
telephones.

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Lester Pearson, Son: of a Methodist 
"Minister, Wins International Acclaim 


The name of Lester B. Pearson, the Methodist minister's 
son from Toronto, is a headline maker in the metropolitan 
papers of the world because he is in a unique position in the 


United Nations. 

Down in New York where the 
United Nations assembly has been 
meeting for months, Pearson pre- 


sides over the wrangles between 


Communist spokesmen and the 
representatives of the free na- 
tions, but for the deadlock be- 


tween these two groups he would 
probably have been chosen for 
the biggest full time political job 
in world politics—Secrelary-gen- 
eral of the United Nations. The 
election, however, follows a parti- 
cular voting system called ‘“‘the 
rule of unanimity’? devised to 
instfre that big power wishes pre- 
vail. Each big power has a veto 
on any choice and. Russia said 
“No” to Pearson’s nomination. 

No veto, however, can eclipse 
the position that Mike Pearson 
holds in the councils of nations. 
He has been in the thick of every 
important international meeting 
in recent years. He attended the 
birth of the United Nations at 
San Francisco in 1945, is an ori- 
ginal member and former presi- 
dent of the council of the North 
Smerican. Treatv Organization. 

The fact that a Canadian 
enjoys that kind of international 
prestige is symptomatic. of the 
Startling change that has come 
over Canada in the past 14 years. 
Canada has become a significant 
diplomatic force and, where, only 
a short time ago, the major con- 
cern of the parliament and gov- 
ernment of Canada was with do- 
mestic problems, now world prob- 
lems,  _miiltary, economic and 
diplomatic — bulk large in the 
attention of ministers and parlia- 
mentary. 

The External Affairs Depart- 
ment was created in 1909 but it 
was only in 1928 when Mr. Pear- 
son was already a man of 26 — 


that Canada first asserted her 
right to negotiate and sign a 
treaty on her own. The shadow 


of Britain’s venerable and ubiqui- 
tous Foreign Office did not final- 
ly lift from Ottawa’s East Block 
for some years after that. 

But it was the Second World 
War which really planted the 
diplomatic mushrooms in Ottawa, 
launching exnansion which has 
multiplied nine-fold the number 
of Canadian missions abroad and 
the tiny group of 82 men. who 
mace up the nation’s diplomatic 
corps in 1939. 

For anvthing which 
the seasoning and schooling that 
diplomacy demands, this is an 
amazing exvansion. But still the 
government is hard nressed to 
meet the demands of a world 
which has discovered ‘booming 
Canada and is anxious to. swap 
envoys with her. There five 
Canadian missions in 1939, There 
are 44 today, There could be con- 
siderably more if Canada could

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Actually representation of Can- 
ada abroad can be traced back 
as far as 1880 when the first High 
Commissioner was named to Lon- 
don and to 1882 when an Agent- 


vieneral was posted to Paris. 
Neither post, however, carried 


diplomatic status. 

It was in 1907 that the wheels 
began to turn. Sir Joseph Pope, 
undersecretary of state, recom- 
mended to a Royal Commission 
that a separate Department of 
External Affairs be established. 
One reason, he said, was that 
there wasn’t a_ single a@omplete 
record ‘of international ( corres- 
pondence in Ottawa. Two years 
later his wich was met, but little 
happened for another decade. 

The insistence of a separate 
identity at the signing of the 
Treaty of Versailles in 1919, the 
assertion of the right to make and 
sign her own treaties in 1923, the 
decision ‘in 1926 that the gov- 
ernor-general no longer was an 
envoy of the British Government 
but the representative of the 
King, all these were. milestones. 
Then came the Second World War 
and the start of a growth that 
has placed Canadian mis-‘ions in 
every major capital, in all Com- 
monwealth capitals, in every 
global region. The one big gap 
now is the Middle East where 
Canada is represented only in 
Turkey. 

In this development, 
gence of Mr. Pearson as  per- 
manent and then nolitical head 
of the Department as a member 
of the St. Laurent cabinet has 
perhaps. been the outstanding 
fact. But the whole diplomatic 
service has growfi steadily in sta- 
ture until a non-Canadian_ At- 
lantic Pact official said privately 
in Ottawa recently that Canada’s 
political official teams that go in- 
to the international councils of the 
world are recognized and eulo- 
gized for their sound and speedy 
judgment 

These post war years, with the 
birth of UN and the Atlantic Pact 
and with the steady evolution of 
the Commonwealth, have thrown 
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open both the challenge and op- 
portunities of international re- 
sponsibility ‘in a way Canada has 
never 
tured the diplomatic corps itself 
and produced a global vision of 
the Canadian as the same, quiet, 
energetic mediator who soothes 
division and keeps his eye on the 
ball. 

It has also thrust the cabinet 
deeply. into a new dimension of 
responsibilty and brought such 
ministers as Mr. St. Laurent, Ab- 
bott of Finance, Claxton of De- 


fence, Martin of Health to the 
international stage. Mr. St. Lau- 
rent has already been credited 


with fathering the Atlantic Pact. 
Mr. Abbott was only recently de- 
Scribed by Britain’s Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, R. A. B. Butler, 
as the “doyen of Finance Minis- 
ters.” Mr. Claxton has assumed 
an unusual position in NATO be- 
eause he is by far the most Senior 


cefence minister among the 14 
member nations. Mr. Martin - is 
one. of the real veterans. His ex- 


perience goes right back to the 
League of Nations.

Cmdr. Alan Noble, parliament- 
ary secretary to the admiralty, 
said the position about Eisen- 
hower’s yacht was much different. 
The Britannia would enable the 
Queen to travel vast distances 
and visit the Commonwealth, 

“IT think she should have 2 
yacht; that is in accordance with 
our tradition as a maritime na 
tion,’ he added to cheers from 
government supporters. 

The 4,000-ton ‘Britannia. 
launched this month and due for 
completion later this year, is de 
signed for speedy conversion inty 
a hospital ship in time of war.
